Mexican Police Officials Still Have 
Kratz Under Surveillance—Detective 
Thomas McGrath Came Home 
With His Chief. 


“Kratz is still in Mexico, and I think I 
know just where he is,”’ said Chief of De- 
tectives Desmond to the Post-Dispatch 
Thursday morning. 

The chief aad hardly concluded when the 
telephone rang. 

It Was a message from Mr. Folk and con- 
veyed instructions to the great St. Louis 
sieuth not to talk just yet of the probabili- 
ties of bringing Charles Kratz, indicted for 
bribery, back to St. Louis. 

“I would like to tell everything that hap- 
pened from the time I left St. Louis up to 
now,” remarked Mr. Desmond, ‘‘but I must 
defer to the wishes of Mr. Folk.’ 

Chief Desmond, accompanied by Thomas 
McGrath, returned to St. Louis from 
Guadalajara (pronounced as if spelled Wad- 
alhara) over the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railway at 7:30 o'clock Thursday morning. 

Mr. McGrath proceeded to the Four 
Courts, while Chief Desmond went to his 
home at 4290 Page avenue. 

Evidently the trip to the Mexican city 
has proved a boon to the St. Louis detec- 
tive chief. He is sun-tanned and sligh-ly 
stouter than when he left fiVe weeks ag> 

His whole manner indicated that he was 
confident Ex-Councilman Kratz would 
eventually be brought back for trial. 

From his remarks it was inferred that 
the Mexican police officials now had the 
fugitive under surveillance. 


Mexicans Are 
Hospitable. 

Detective MoGrath also looked the pic- 
qure of health. He referred all inquiries 
to Chief Desmond. 

Talking in a personal vein the chief said 
that he enjoyed his trip to Guadalajara 
iramensely, and that the authorities of the 
Mexican city had accorded him every cour- 
tesy. 

“Guadalajara haé a popultation of 180,000. 
The natives are as hospitable a people as 


I ever met. I ifke Guadalajara better than. 


any éther Mevican city. 

“The police constabulary there is up to 
modern standards. It is somewhat pecu- 
liar, however, to one used to thé American 
system. Instead of patrolling beats at 
night a policeman is found on nearly every 
corner in the business and populous dis- 
tricts of the city. 

“te always carries a lantern and an or- 
derly on horseback cogresponds to our ser- 
geant. When the orderly comes along the 
policeman signals with his lantern. 

“Guadalajara is comparatively free of 
crime, and great shrewdness has been 
shown tn the running down of offenders.”’

General Payne has called for bids to be 
epened here on July 12 next, for the con- 
tracts for installing pneumatic tube mail 
service in St. Louis, Boston, New York,

The bids are to cover either all 
or parts of the service planned in each 
city. The ultimate limit of annual expen- 
diture in all the cities of the country for 
urpose, prior to July 1, 1904 as al- 
lowed by Congress. is $800,000 and each city 
is Nimited to an annual expenditure not to 
exceed 4 per cent of the gross annual rev- 
enues for the preceeding year.

Mark Twain is here. 

That is, he was here until 2 o'clock, when 
he boarded a train for Hannibal. 

While in St, Louls he took a nap at the 
Planters’ Hotel. On the way downtown 
from Union Station he remarked: 

“St. Louis reminds me of several cities— 
Philadelphia and other places.”’ 

Then he went to sleep. 

But it must not be taken for granted 
that Mark Twain went to sleep because 
St. Louls reminded him of Philadelphia. 
He courted a siesta because he was sleepy. 
He was sleepy because he needed sleep. It 
was the most natural thing in the world. 

Mark Twain had been on a train two 
nights and a day. He left New York night 
before last. He didn’t sleep well on the 
train. That was rot the fault of the train. 
It was due to the weather. 

The first night he was too cold. The 
second night he was too hot. He sald so 
himself, and he never lies. 

“The only real liar in this world,” said 
Mark Twain to me on the train 
Thursday morning, somewhere this side of 
Litchfield, “is the practical joker. 1 hate 
a practical joker. His aim in life is to de- 
ceive. I never was a practical joker—ex- 
cept when I was a boy, and a boy has no 
sense. The practical joker is a boy who 
never has grown up. His head is full of 
stewed oysters instead of brains.”’ 


“IS MARK TWAIN ABOARD?” 

“Is Mark Twain aboard?’ I inquired of 
Hi Jenkins, the merry-mouthed Ethiope 
who pilots the New York sleeper as head 
porter. 

“Yes, sah,’ replied Hi, wondering why on 
earth any man should want to see Mark 
Twain. 

It was just about daylight—a raw, chill 
dawn on the Illinois prairies, January 
jabbed into June, a latter May morning 
with March mercury. 

Still, it was the end ofthe nft#hit when 
Mark Twain got so hot that he couldn't 
sleep. 

“Yes, sah, Mistah Twain is on dis train. 
He's jis’ puttin’ his clo'es on, in de draw- 
in’ room. Say, dat gentleman mus’ be 
rich. He had de drawin’ room all de way 
through "’ 

“Will you carry my card into Mr. Clem- 
ens’ drawing room?” I requested. 

“Into who?” asked the porter. “Say, 
I thought you wanted to see Mr. Twain.”’ 

Meekly I explained that Clemens was Mr. 
Twain's home name. 

“What's he travelin’ under on o' dese 
yere a-lie-asses fur?’ asked the porter. 

“Mr. Clemens,’ said I, ‘“‘is a writer, a 
man who writes funny books, and he uses 
Mark Twain when he writes.”’ 

“Say, mistah,’ the porter’ said. “I 
thought dat man was a writer. He laid 
awake all right befo’ las’ a-readin’ a great 
big book. Funnies’ man I evah did see. 
Say, he didn't sleep a wink, dat man didn’. 
Whah'd you know dat man?’ 


GOING TO BE DOCTORED.

The porter came in to take the sevond or- 
der, and Mark Twain paused between 
mouthfuls to look up at the smiling car 
pilot and remark: 

“Where's the bill? Now, don't, you for- 
get the bill.”’ 

“Sho’ I won't, Mistah Twain," replied the 
porter. 

“But you look to me like a man who 
would forget it,’ insisted the humorist. 
“You hawe the forget face. I'm very much 
afraid you'll never present me that bili.’’ 

Then Mr. Clemens tock occasion to ex- 
plain how he happened to be cold on a 
reasonably warm night and hot on a cold 
night.”’ 

“The first night I was aboard,”’ said he,

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& rank of their own, at the top. These 
under them never met them on terms of 
equality. There was one grade—and I 
guess your raft friend belonged to that— 
which was made up of mud clerks, cub pi- 
lots and strikers. The mud clerk was the 
apprentices clerk. The cub pilot was the ap- 
prentice to the pilot, and knew nothing 
about the business till he spent several 
years at fit. The striker was the engineer's 
apprentice. Those three were equals. They 
never got near the captain or pilot in rank, 

“Your man was on the upper river, you 
say. Where did he see mé? I was on the 
lower river altogether. What did he know 
about the lower river? 

“Some men neve® did make good pilots, 
itis true, but that was because they didn't 
have the faculty. They were in the wrong 
business. They were not porn to be pi- 
lots. Others made good pilots naturally. 

‘There was a Horace Bixby, who taught 
me the business. He wasa pilot. But one 
of his assistants, whose name I can’t re- 
call, though he had a license, never was a 
pilot. He had been at the business 2 
years, and still Bixby used to do part of 
his work and draw part of his salary, be- 
eause he couldn't steer a boat under all 
conditions. 

“Whatever your raft man may think, 1 
reckon a man who could draw his own sa!- 
ary and part of another man's knew enough 
about piloting to get along, and I did that.”’ 


THE FAMOUS JINGLE. 

Changing the subject, lest I should be 
compelled to give the name and town of 
the raft pilot and carry him a challenge to 
mortal combat on Bloody Isiand, I asked 
Mark Twain why it was that he was popu- 
larly supposed to be the author of the 
famous jingle: 

“Punch, brothers! punch with care!

“When Isaac H. Bromley, editorial writer 
on the New York Tribune, died a few years 
agv, his friends claimed that he was the 
author of the lines," sald I. ~ 

“Sy he was,” replied Mark Twain; ‘the 
and Noah Brooks. I saw the lines float- 
ing about in a newspaper, after having read 
the street car placard which inspired them, 
and used the jingle in a sketch I wrote 
for the Atlantic Montly, published in Feb- 
ruary, 1876. 

“rf told how they had run in my mind 
until I was welinigh crazy, then I gave 
them to a preacher friend of mine, who 
carried the jingle in his brain until he 
delivered a funeral sermon in the singsong 
rhythm of the ‘punch’ rhymes and had the 
whole audience bowing and swaying in

wy Seale. made any claim to the author- 
ship of the verses, but Noah Brooks writes 
me twice a year demanding to know why 
I am trying to steal his lines.

THE ORIGIN OF IT. 

In April, 1875, the New York and Harlem 
street railroad, horse car route, posted in 
its cars the following placards, announc- 
ing that the punch system was adopted: 

The CONDUCTOR, when he receives a Fure, 
must immediately VYUNCH in the presence of the

“When I was swindling the pubiic on the 
lecture platform with George W. Cable, 
about 15 years ago,” said he, “Cable bet 
me that we could not find a person who 
had not heard of Mark Twain. I took the 
bet. We went at once fnto a store on 
Broadway, New York, where pictures of 
all sorts of celebrities, actors, siragers and 
authors, were kept. 

“ ‘Let me See the latest picture you have 
of Mark Twain,’ remarked Cable to the 
young woman at the counter. 

“The girl looked puzzled, but she glanced 
up and down the long line of pictures on the 
wall and, turhing to Cable. asked: 

"Where does she sing?’ ”’ 

Mr. Clemens’ remarks anent the practical 
joker, quoted early in this narrative, were 
called’ forth by a question as to the trutn 
of the story about the presentation to him 
of a pipe by the printers on the Virginia 
City Interprise, when he was a reporter 
there in his earlier days. Mark Twain's 
pipe, called “The Remains,’ smelt so vile 
that the printers determined to get rid of 
it.

INCITE STRIKES 


Peculiar Policy Adopted by 
Ozar’s Government, 


WORKINGMEN ARE FAVORED 


'MEETINGS HERETOFORE SEDI. 
| {I0US NOT MOLESTED NOW. 


\Secret Radical Movement Has Thus 


| Been Counteracted, but Laborers 
Are Tiring of Mere Promises 
Without, Results. 


Correspondence of The As*ociated Press. 

Mi SOOW, May 30. In connection with the 
assassination of M. Sipiaguine, the Russian 
minister of the interior, mention has been 
made of the new workingmen’s policy in- 
|augurated by M. Zoubatoff, chief of the se- 
cret police of Moscow, with the approval of 
Chief of Police Trepoff. 

Authentic information, received here 
shows this policy to be one of the oddest 
and most revolutionary ever taken by te 
Kussian government. ; 

Last autumn, on the ostensible initiative 
of workingmen, a numoer of university 
professors and teachers began lecturing tv 
audiences of workingmen on the question 
of labor legislation and various other allied 
subjects. it soon became apparent that the 
lectures had been organized by the secret 
police, whose tools the alleged working- 
men's leaders were, and all the lecturers, 
e.cept one, ceased their discourses. 

These lectures were introductory to the 
organization of labor unions, or friendly 
societies, statutes for several of which have 
ust been confirmed by the ministry of the 
nterior. 

A characteristic of these statutes is that 
they permit policemen and priests to be- 
come members of the sociecies. 

It is provided that the funds of these or- 
ganizations may not be used to support 
strikes. 

Workingmen’s meetings, conducted by po- 
lice in temporary tea rooms, were allowed 
to discuss the eight-hour movement, free- 
dom of organization, liberty of instituting 
strikes, and other matters hitherto held 
to be seditious. 


Government Scored 

Immediate Success. 

Th: government scored an immediate 
success. The secret, radical movement was 


out-trumpeted. Every man was invited to 
openly demand what he had preached 
stealthily, and rumors were circulated that 
the government intended buying factories 
and turning them over to workingmen. 

The government's victory attained its 
maximum when 6000 workingmen peaceabiy 
celebrated, Feb. 19 (old style), the anniver- 
sary of the emancipation of the serfs, in 
the sacred Kremlin, the police officiais 
carefully selecting the participants and 
giving tickets, in batches of 100, to regu- 
lar and secret police and spies. 

Thereupon the governor-general of Mos- 
cow, Grand Duke Sergius, received a dele- 
gation of workingmen and promised pater- 
nal solicitude for their welfare. 

Celebrations in commemoration of 
emancipation day had been strictly forbid- 
den heretofore. So much for the bright 
side. 

From the beginning disadvantageous fea- 
tures cropped out, and the working peo- 
ple quickly tired of mere talk and demand- 
ed results. Early in the year strikes began 
in numerous factories. These were fol- 
lowed, in some cases, by incendiary fires, 
while machinery was smashed in Doniioft 
cotton mils by a mob led, it Is asserted, 
by police agents. 

most extraordinary phase of the sit- 
uation began last February. Although the 
government tried to hush the affair up, the 
following story has been absolutely au- 
i thenticated: 
Rumors in 


regard to the matter were 
current in &t. etersburge and they were 
verified by an investigation made on the 
ground. A French company operates silk 

mills there, employing ordinarily about 5000 
men. One day two pretended workingmen, 
inamed Krasivsky and Jilkin, leading or- 
‘wanizers of the lectures and of the friendly 
societies, demanded admittance at the 
works, for the purpose of discussing the 
differences between the company and its 
employes. 

Manager Goujon, a French citizen, re- 
fused to allow them to enter. The two 
men, who were in reality police agents, rea- 
ported to the nearest police captain, who 
‘demanded that they be admitted, with the 
same result. Chief of Police Trepoff then 
called M. Goujon to the telephone and 
eremptorily ordered that the men be al- 
owed to enter tne mills. 

The manager declared his willingness to 
comply if Trepoff sent a written order. The 
chief answered that M. Goujon should obey 
irstantly and the written order would be 
| forthcoming. 
| ‘Very well,”’ replied M. Goujon, “since 
you promise it, I will admit the men.” 


| chief of Police 
Became Enraged. 

Trepoff, thoroughly enraged, then shouted 
that M. Goujon would have to leave 
Moscow within 24 hours. 

The two agents were finally admitted to 
the mills, and, after a discussion, deman4- 
ed that the company pay the employes 4,- 


/000 roubles on disputed wage adjustments, 
the workingmen having charged that tn- 
equitable measurements had been made of 
work completed. 

M. Goujon refused to accede to this. A 
factory inspector attached to the finance 
ministry declared that the demands were

mediately paid and dismissed. 

Chief Trepoff hired a vacant workshop to 
lodge the idle men and their families and

“If the demands were legal, I would 
ly submit,” responded M. Goujon. a ding 
that not only would he not take back the 
700 persons tn question, but would also dis- 
miss 2000 others employed in the prepara- 
tory stages of the work. 

M. Goujon, with several friends 
hastened to St. Petersburg and related the 
circumstances to the officials of the finance 
ministry, which controls factories.The man- 
ager carried with him a collective rotest 
of the Moscow manufacturers, who de- 
clared themselves unable, under the exx- 
isting conditions, to operate their factories 
since the police engaged tn inciting the 
employes to hatred and distrust of their 
employers. 

Soon afterward 60 manufacturers of Mos- 
cow held a secret meeting, at which they 
drafted a stronger protest and sent a depu- 
tation, including M. Naidenoff, chairman 
of the board of trade. to St. etersbure. 
Thus matters stood when M. Sipiaguine 
WAs aseaseinated. 

What policy the new minister wil) pur- 
sue ‘8 not knowm but, tn the meantime, 
the manufacturers stoutly declare they 
will not resume operations until the ac- 
tions of M, Tiepoff are disavowed. They 
do not much object to a long shutdown ow- 
ing to business being excessively bad. The 
Goujon affair has taken on an interna- 
tional aspect, owing to the manager hav- 
ing appealed to the French embassy for 
protection.

of the polo players of America. 

The players are handicapped from one to 
ten goals, according to the excellence of 
heir games. Kingdon Gould's handicap ts 
four and his position on his team is No. 2. 

Thig means that the bov is considered 
officially to be able to make four goals 
while an ordinary player in position No. 2 
on an opposing team would not score at 
all. The handicapper, therefore, tries to 
put them on evén terms. 

Men who have been playing polo for many 
years and who take great interest in the 
game are penalized less than four, but of 
course, Foxhall Keene and veterans of his 
age are more heavily handicapped.

When Prof. Hill turned south toward 
St. Pierre, Mr. Kavanagh continued on 
past Morne Rouge. His route seems to 
have been along or near the Cale Basse 
divide. He says he descended from Morne 
Rouge into the valley between Morne Rouge 
and Mont Pelee. This valley was deeply 
strewn with ashes. Mr. Kavanagh was 
guided by an aged negress to where an old 
footpath once led to Lake Palmiste, near 
the summit of the crater. There an iron 
cross, 20 feet high, was buried in ashes 
to within a foot of its top. 

Before him, stretched upward the moun- 
tain slope, covered with ashes, which, 
soaked by the heavy rains and baked by 
the sun and volcano heat, looked like a 
cement sidewalk. The whole mountain was 
shrouded in smoke.

In «this cliff 
were five huge tunnels, which were not 
smoking.

The River Falaise 
is boiling hot and so muddy that one quart 
of waier weighed four pounds. Volcanic 
stones of the nature of pumice float in this 
water. 

“Mr. Kennan witnessed the explosion of 
Monday night, and was much interested in 
the phenomena. The explosion was accom- 
panied, at intervals, by bright light which 
lasted for half. an hour at a time. This 
light was steady and ilt:uminated the entire 
mountain top. Prof. Hill says he did not 
see this light. I left Mr. Kennan and his 
party in good health and in safety. They 
seemed to be in no hurry to come back 
to Fort de France."’ 

The explosionof this morning was ac- 
companied by an enormous column of 
smoke, which rose fully three miles into 
the air, but which was largely hidden from 
the view of the people of Fort de France. 


IN THE RUINS OF ST. PIERRE 


Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent 
Tells the Story of Mont 
Pelee Horror. 


FORT DE FRANCE, May 19.—From the 


sea St. Pierre has the appearance of a 
deserted and decaying Village. A _ closer 
inspection reveals that it is not deserted. 
but peopled with the dead, lying about tne 
streets in the most pathetic attitudes, 
crushed under great boulders of rock, frag- 
ments of falling walls and girders of iron, 
and covered with a thick coating of light 
yellowish dust that explains the terrible 
fate of the 34,000 people whose lives were 
either burned or crushed out within a 
period of two fleeting minutes so terrible to 
recall that even the survivors do not pre- 
a to supply details or reliable descrip- 
on 

I landedjat the foot of a street looking 
up toward the great cathedral, 200 yards 
north of which was the statue erected by 
the proud people of St. Pierre to signalize 
the fact that Josephine, who was eee _— 
press of France. was of Martini I 
started up this street intending to v sit the 
cathedral first and the statue of Josephine 
afterward. bad not proceeded 20 feet 
when I was confronted by a skull sur- 
mounting a heap of debris. 


Dead Body at 

Almost Every Step. . . 

Twenty feet further along, jammed up 
against a thick stone wall, were three more 


bodies, still smokin The French troops 
had apparently made an effort to bury 


them, but their efforts had not been suc- 


cessful. At almost every Step afterward 
a body was encountered. counted 40 of 
them in one block, 36 In the open streets 
and four in the doorways of houses. 

Some idea of the panic that must have 
‘revailed among the people of St. Pierre in 
attempting to escape the awful rush of 
ashes and dust from the mountain above 
was seen In the Rue Victor Hugo. In one 
spot in that street I saw seven bodies al! 
jumbled together as if the people had been 
fighting for the right to rush down to the 
sea when tvercome by the shower of death- 
dealing ashes or crushed by the falling 
timbers and walls. 

A most pathetic spectacle was presented 
in front of the Hotel de Ville (City Hall). 
where a great many people had gathered. 
Here, almost crushed by trees that had been 
torn from their roots on the mountain 
above was found the body of a woman, 
lighter in hue than the average native of 
Martinique, lying on the right side in a 
natural pvusition, with the body of an in- 
fart. The woman apparently had been at- 
tempting to shield the babe from the on- 
rushing torrent of ashes. 

Two feet away was a man who seemed 
to have fallen face downward in trying to 
rotect a woman almost buried under hi 
ess than six feet away were five other 
bodies. Two of these were children. In the 
American consulate we countd five bodies 
buried under the walls. They had been 

crushed beyond recognition. 


Saw 432 Bodies 
in Two Hours. 

I made a memarandum as we went along, 
and at the close of two hours it showed that 
I had seen 432 bodies. Some of them were 
#0 far below the surface of the thick layer 
of yellow volcanic dust that care had to be 
exercised to prevent stepping on any of 
them.

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STREET RAILWAY REGULATION. 

The bill introduced in the Council by Councilman Hodges to 
regulate srteet railway traffic will be hailed by the people as the 
beginning, at least, of the legislation promised by the adminis- 
tration and so much needed for the protection of the public. 

One good provision of the bill removes the license tax on each 
car, which was, in effect, a penalty for increasing the car service, 
and substitutes therefor a mill tax on each passenger carried. 
The only question to be considered !s the sufficiency of the rate, 
but it {is estimated that it will greatly increase the revenue de- 
rived from this source. 

The speed limit of ten miles an hour ecst of Grand avenue 
and lo west, seems reasonable. The car interval schedule will 
improve the service only in outlying lines, but it can be regarded 
as only a minimum for downtown lines. 

The minor regulations’ as to the running and stopping of cars 
seem to cover the vital points, but the provisions of the bill 
should be carefully studied to avoid mistakes. Its purpose is 
to protect the public from abuses and oppressive orders and to 
assure a good street railway service. This purpose must be 
fully met in the measure and the obligation to meet it falls upon 
the Mayor and the Municipal Assembly. 


The bill finally passed should be so framed as to assure the best 


possible service. The provision for inspectors shou!d operate 
to assure its enforcement and such an intelligent study of the 
street raliway problem that wise amendments to the law and 
continued betterment of the servicé may be obtained. 


The people of St. Louis do not want the city to expand in the 
way of brutality and degradation; for this reason they are op- 
posed to bull fights on Sunday or any other day. If it shall be 
a real bull fight it ‘will be an offense to decency and humane 
sentiment and a violation of the law of Missourt. If a sham 
fight, it will be a miserable and degrading ‘“‘fake,” the sole end of 
which will be to injure the reputation of St. Louls. No permit 
for bull fights will be tolerated by St. Louisans. Stop the scheme 
at the start.

“The plan was also to seize the govern- 
ment arsenal, arm the Confederate prison- 


ers, and, together with the members of 
this organization, put forward a force of 
75,000 armed and drilled men for the Con- 
federate army in August, 1864.

MARKET ADVANCES 


ADVENT OF MORGAN-HILL 
PLEASES THE BULLS. 


Additional Gossip From Wall Street 
Caused Another Upward Spurt 
Here—Mechanics’ Bank Ten 
Dollars Higher.

Rampant—and excited bullishness took 

possession of the local security market to- 
day and the sessions abounded in the re- 
enactment of scenes which have recently 
distinguished the St. Louis stock market 
trom every other market In the country. 


Whatever other markets may have had 
of an ante-holiday feeling, St. Louis ex- 
hibited a more active and stronger front 
than ever. 

Of course, interest was transfixed in the 
Third National Bank stock, which at the 
opening scored the extraordinary gain of 
$10 per share—virtually ‘‘overnight,”’ as the 
| tat ession is—selling at $330, compared with 
a high mark of $320 Wednesday and 17 
close. The advent here of the omnipotent 
financial syndicate known as the Morgan- 
Hill interest, together with the attendant 
surmises of the street, were sufficient in 
their entirety to cause the exchange of over 
500 shares, 

After the high opening there was an in- 
dication of profit-taking, which slowly but 
certainly forced the price back to 
which was the figure at which the last salo 
was madc, and the price wanted by hold- 
crs; $323.50 being the best price offered. 

Only 40 shares of Mechanics’ National 
Bank stock changed hands, but it, too 
was at an advance of $10 per share, $300 
i\being paid for two small lots taken. This 
figure, it should be added, is the highest 
on record for this stock.

Lincoin Trust was far and away the 
feature of the trust company group, with 
an advance of $8, to $281.50, which figure 
was reached during the course of the open- 
ing bulge. Afterwards there was rather 
liberal selling around $280, under the im- 
peus of which the price fell to $279 asked 
at the close. with $277.50 the best bid. Trad- 
ing was heavier in Lincoln Trust today 
than has been known in months past, and 
the figures recorded are quite appreciative, 
though nearly $19 below the record price

ENGINEERING 


906-Foot Bridge Moved 14 
Feet in 103 Seconds. 


IS 2400 TONS 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., May 2%.--An 
engineering feat which for magnitude and 
quick execution has se‘“iom been equaled 
was accomplished today at New Brunswiek 
by the Pennsylvania Ral!road Co. The 
bridge cros¢girg the Hariten river and the 
draw connecting, which spans the Déia- 
ware and Raritan canal, were moved 14 
feet and 6 inches in one minute and 43 sec- 
onds. “he iengih of the bridge and draw is 
906 feet. Tue bridge has five spans, each 150 
feet long. and the draw span is the same 
length. 16 allowance for expansion is 
about $ fest. 

The start was made at 12:10:30 p. m., im- 
mediately after the 12:08 eastbound train, 
which war two minutos late, cleared the 
bridge. Bolts were removed and disconnec- 
tions made, and at a given signal the struc- 
ture, weighing 2400 tons, began to slide eas- 
ily and nolselessly onto the new abutments. 
In one minute and 43 seconds the tracks 
were in thelr new sitions. Connections 
at the ends were made, and the tracks were 
ready for service at 12:19 o'clock, the entire 
work taking eight and a half minutes. 

There was not one second’s interference 
with the regular raiiroad schedule, and at 
12:25 o'clock a westbound freight passed. 
The first passenger train croased the bridge 
coatbound ot 12:47 o'clock. At the eastern 


'end the new eastbound track connects with 


the old track at a distance of 480 feet. On 
the western end, the former eastbound is 
now the westbound track. and the new east- 
bound track completes the four-track sys- 
tem through New Brunswick, with a com- 
paratively small strip yet to be finished, 
about half a mile west of the bridge. 

The feat is the most successful of its 
kind in the history of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. The preparations were begun 
about Jan. 1, new abutments being con- 
structed since that date at each end of the 
bridge. . The actual time taken was lees 
than the engineers expected. The work

906-Foot Bridge Moved 14 
Feet in 103 Seconds. 


ITS WEIGHT IS 2400 TONS 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., May 2.--An 
engineering feat which for magnitude and 
quick execution has se“iom been equaled 
was accomplished today at New Brunswiek 
by the Pennsylvania Ral!iroad Co. The 
bridge croseirg the Hariten river and the 
draw connecting, which spans the Deéia- 
ware and Raritan canal, were moved 14 
feet and 6 inches in one minute and 43 sec- 
onds. The iengih of the bridge and draw is 
906 feet. Tue bridge has five spens, each 10 
feet tong. and the draw span is the same 
length. 16 allowance for expansion is 
about $ fest. 

The start was made at 12:10:30 p. m., im- 
mediately after the 12:0 eastbound train, 
which war two minutes late, cleared the 
bridge. Bolts were removed and disconnec- 
tions made, and at a given signal the struc- 
ture, weighing 2400 tons, began to slide eas- 
ily and nolselessly onto the new abutments. 
In one minute and 43 seconds the tracks 
were in their new sitions. Connections 
at the ends were mede, and the tracks were 
ready for service at 12:19 o'clock, the entire 
work taking eight and a half minutes. 

There was not one second’s interference 
with the regular railroad schedule, and at 
12:25 o'clock a westbound freight passed. 
The first passenger train croased thé bridge 
eastbound at 12:47 o’clock. At the eastern 


'end the. new eastbound track connects with 


the old track at a distance of 480 feet. On 
the western end, the former eastbound is 
now the westbound track, and the new east- 
bound track completes the four-track sys- 
tem through New Brunswick, with a com- 
paratively smal] strip yet to be finished, 
about half a mile west of the bridge. 

The feat is the most successful of its 


|kind in the history of the Pennsylvania 


Railroad. The preparations were begun 
about Jan. 1, new abutments being con- 
structed since that date at each end of the 
bridge. The actual time taken was leas 
than the engineers expected. The work 
from its inception has been undar the per- 
sonal supervision of F. L. Shephard, the 
general. supe-intendent of the United Rall- 
roads of New Jersey division, and he was 
in charge today. ny of the companys 
engineers and engineers from other roads 
also were present, some having come spe- 
clally from Chicago.

SINGER CLAIMS 4 
$5,000,000 ESTATE 


MEMBER OF MILWAUKEE OPERA 
COMPANY DREAMS OF RICHES. 


PROPERTY IS IN ENGLAND

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 2.—Miss 
eBatrice McKenzie of Chicago now rehears- 
ing with Becker & Wall's opera company 
here, claims to be heiress to the famous 
North and East Marden estate in England, 
on which is located the Goodrich racecourse, 
where the English Derby is run, and she has 
retained attorneys in the suit that she is 
about to bring to secure a legal! title to the 
Dioperty. 

The estate is worth nearly $5,000,000, and 
includes, besides the Goodrich racecourse, 
about 100 acres of land between Bright- 
on and Chichester, and $500,000 now depos- 
ited in the Bank of England. 

The claim is based upon the fact that Miss
